AUTHORS AND THEIR WRITINGS. 
From “ Mosaics.” 


Burton, the author of the “‘ Anatomy of Melancholy,” was extremely 
facetious in conversation; and the most ascetic poet of our own day, 
Lord ‘Byron, was one of the most brilliant and humorous of associates 
when he mingled with the world. 

That singular writer, Robert Burton, is said, by Anthony Wood, to 
have composed his ** Anatomy” in order to divert his own “ melan- 
choly.” So great was the demand for this book, when first published, 
that the bookseller is said to have acquired an estate by it. In the in- 
tervals of his vapors, he was the mest facetious companion in the uni- 
versity. When he felt a depression coming upon him, he used to 
relieve his melancholy by going to the foot of the bridge, and listening 
to the coarse ribaldry of the bargemen, which seldom failed to throw 
him into a fit of laughter. . P 

“The Comforf$ of Human Life,” by R. Heron, were written in a 
prison, under the most distressing circumstances. “The Miseries of 
Human Life,” by Beresford, were, on the contrary, composed in a draw- 
ing-room, where the author was surrounded by all the good things of 
this world. A striking contrast will often be found to exist between 
authors and their works, melancholy writers being usually the most 
jocular and lively in society, and humorists.in theory the most lugubri- 
ous of animals in practice. 

A man of letters is often a man with two natures: one a book 
nature, the other a human nature. These two often clash sadly. 

Homer had such instinctive aversion to music, that it is reported he 
could not be prevailed upon even to walk along the banks of a murmur- 
ing brook ; yet tradition also asserts that he sung his own ballads. 

Seneca wrote in praise of poverty, on a table formed of solid gold, 
with millions let out at usury. 

Sterne was a very selfish man; yet, as a writer, excelled in pathos 
and charity. At one time beating his wife, at another, wasting his 
sympathies over a dead donkey. 

Sallust, who so eloquently declaims against the licentiousness of the 
age, was repeatedly accused in the senate of public and habitual de- 
baucheries, 

Steele wrote excellently on temperance, when he was sober. 

Jolnson’s essays on politeness were admirable; yet his “ You lie, 
sir!” and * You don’t understand the question, sir!” were the common 
characteristics of his colloquies. 

Young, whose gloomy fancy cast such sombre tinges on life, was in 
society a brisk, lively man, continually pelting his hearers with peurile 
puns. Mrs. Carter, fresh from the stern, dark grandeur of the “ Night 
Thoughts,” expressed her amazement at his flippancy. “Ma + 
| said he, “ there is mach difference between writing and peme 

The same poet’s favorite theme was the nothingness of worldly

things; his favorite pursuit was rank and riches. Had Mrs. Carter 
noticed this incongruity, he might have added: “ Madam, there is much 
difference between writing didactic poems, and living didactic poems.” 

Bacon, the most comprehensive and forward-looking of modern in- 
tellects, and in feeling one of the most benevolent, was meanly and con- 
temptibly ambitious of place; and while teaching morals, we find him 
taking bribes. 

More, in his “ Utopia,” declares that no man ought to be punished 
for his religious belief, yet is he found to be among the active persecutors 
of the opponents of his own. 

Rosseau with the same pen we find giving versions of the Psalms, 
and the most infamous of epigrams. 

And our melancholy Cowper, who passed so many dark days of reli- 
gious depression, we find devoting the hours of night to the production 
of the mirth-moving story of “John Gilpin.” “Truly,” has it been ob- 
served, “ that chapter which shall have to deal with all the oddities and 
anomalies of literary life must be long and curious, infinitely various in 
its illustration, and deep in its insight and its philosophy.” 








Witerary Intelligence. 


Saxe or tue Coryricut or Hovsenotp Worps.—Yesterday afternoon con- 
siderable interest was created in consequence of the announcement that, pur- 
suant to a decree of the Master of the Kolls, in the cause of “ Bradbury and 
Evans vs. Dickens and another,” the right to use the name of the periodical 
Household Words, together with the printed’stock and stereotype plates of 
the work would be sold by Mr. Edmond Hodgson, at his new rooms, corner 
of Chancery lane, by Auction. The hour fixed for the sale was one o'clock, 
but some time before that period the room was crowded. The auctioneer 
having entered the rostrum, read that part of the decree which ordered :— 
“That the right to use, from and after the 28th of May inst., the name of the 
periodical called Household Words, in the pleadings in this cause (‘ Bradbury 
and Evans vs. Dickens and another’) mentioned, and the right from and after 
the 28th day of May instant, to publish under the said name or title, any 

riodical or other work, whether in continuation of the said periodical called 
‘ousehold Words, in the pleadings of this cause mentioned, or otherwise, as 
the purchaser shall think fit, be sold.” Some delay took place in the com- 
mencement of the biddings, but at length it commenced at £500, but pro- 
but slowly until it got to £1,500; then the biddings became of a 
more decided character, as they advanced £50 each from £2,000 upwards, 
Long intervals, however, marked each bid; but it soon became evident that 
the biddings rested in two or three hands, and although they went along at 
a slow length, Messrs. Bradbury & Evans, Mr. Arthur Smith, the brother of 
Mr. Albert Smith, Messrs. Chapman & Hall, and one or two others, were the 
only competitors. Notwithstanding the ey ry rests of the auctioneer, and 
his constant repetitions of “going for the first time,” second and third, the 
biddings advanced until they came to £3,550, at which sum, after some de- 
lay, the hammer fell to Mr. Arthur Smith, to whom the auctioneer declared 
it was sold, although, in fact, it was known and stated in the room he only 
acted for Mr. Charles Dickens, who was the real purchaser. Mr. Charles 
Dickens held three-fourths of the copyright, and Messrs. Bradbury & Evans 
one-fourth ; the purchaser will therefore have to pay to the latter £887 ; 
but as the stereotype plates are valued at £750, and the st8ck at more than 
£200, it will be seen that the purchaser has gained a clear profit on the 
transaction. It may be added that Messrs. Bradbury & Evans are about to 
start a new periodical, under the editorship of Mr. Lucas, who has been for 
sometime engaged in the literary department of the Zimes,

“Mr. Morpuy, THE CHEssPLAYER.—This gentleman arrived in London a few days ago 
from Paris, en route for his native city, New Orleans, via Liverpool, On Tuesday week 
he played at the London Club, Cornhill; and in the evening at Herr Lowenthal’s new 
chess club, St. James’s Hall. A match was hastily made up for Wednesday, and came off 
at the London Club—Morphy contending blindtold, against eight members of the club, 
eight games simultaneously. ‘This remarkable feat of genius he had betore accomplished 
twice in Europe, but the two eights of Birmingham and Paris were both very inferior to 
the eight of the London Club who played against Morphy on the present occasion, and his 
task was proportionately increased in difficulty. Morphy, in a separate room, began his 
solitary task by proclaiming, through Herr Lowenthal, that he opened with king's pawn 
two ineach game. A crowd of anxious spectators and chess celebrities were present. 
Lowenthal proclaimed the players’ moves aloud, as made, and Morphy instantly called out 
his reply. ‘lo every two boards was appointed a Secretary, to take down the moves, After 
six hours’ play, Mr. Alfred Jones and Mr. Maude were defeated ; while, of the remaining 
six, two, at least, had forced drawn games. At past midnight, the play was still proceed- 
ing on three or four boards, and then by consent, these last games were dismissed as 
drawn—the contest having lasted over seven hours. The match concluded by Morphy 
being declared to have wontwo games and drawn six. Mr. Morphy considera this the 
toughest match he ever played of this description. Throughout this long sitting, he never 
made one mistake, never proclaimed an impossible move, and never forgot the situation of 
the humblest pawn. It may be safely pronounced that no greater mental feat was ever 
accomplished by man”
